THE RAILWAY ADMINISTRATION. 


We feel a considerable sympathy for the 
Railway Administration at present: it has 
“come into money” and is in consequence 
expected to spend lavishly and satisfy a host 
of different and often conflicting interests in 
the minimom of time. The man of mode- 
rate means and immoderately poor relations 


Alexandria by rail in October, 1904, which ~ 
was & very busy month and showed a great 
increase on the corresponding month in 1908, 
was 140,000 tons. Last month 177,000 tons 
were carried, an increase of nearly 23 4 %. 
In October, 1904, there were 7,700 tracks 
available for traflix, counting each truck of 
30 tons capacity as equivalent to three, 
while 8,700. tracks are now ready, an in- 
crease of 13 %, and 1,100 new tracks have 
yet to be delivered. The new tracks are 
coming in at the rate ot about ten a day. 
The majority come from Belgiam, some from 
England, where their constraction appeara 
to be somewhat slow, since no English tracks 
have yet been delivered. Tae total naomber 
of track loads of miscellaneous goods leaving 
the Castoms at Alexandria in Ostober, 1904, 
was 13,390. 23,400 track loads left the port 
last month, an increase of over 70 7%, and 
there wasa thirty per cent. increase (60,000 
tons against 45,000) in the quantity of goods 
dispatched from the Gabbari goods station. 
To tarn to thd question of coal, 50,000 tons 

have been taken up country against 45,000 
last year, and while the increase in the coal 
imports for ths -yearup to date is 8.8 per 
cent., the quantity taken inland rail in 
the period commencing on Jan 1 and 
ending on October 81, shows an increase of — 
15 per cent. Causes which are not under 
the control of tha Railway. Administration 
bave prevented the tranzport of coal ap-country 
from being as tapid and as considerable as 
the coal importers desire. The area planted 
with cotton has increased 80 enormously that. 
this year there has not been enongh fodder 
for horses and cattle, and the “tibn” traffic, : 
formerly a negligeable quantity, bas increased 
enormously in importance. Some 850 truck 
loads of “‘tibn” were sent from the Mariout 
district during the month, and as the steady 
sapply of “‘tibn” and cereals is of the utmost 
importance to owners of horses and cattle, we 
cannot wonder that the Administration had in 
cases to give precedence to this traffic. Another 
cause of the difficalty of sending coal and 
other goods up in sufficient quantity is the 
decline of boat traffis to and from Alexandria 
this year,wh ch has been very marked. Finally, 
is it not possible that the importers have in 
some cases accepted impossible contracts ! If 
this be so, the question arises whether the 
State is called upon to supply facilities which 
would enable such contracts to be more or less 
fulfilled. In our opinion the State has no right 
to spend public money for sach a purpose ; to 
have capital lying idle for theee quarters of 
the year to save certain individuals the neces- 
sity fora little more foresight and a great deal 
more storage room, would be false economy, 
wastefal in itself and unfair to the taxpayer.

LUXEMBURG SUCCESSION. 


GRAND DUKE’S DEATH. 


Louxemsusc, November 17. 
The Grand Duke of Luxemburg is dead. 

(Renter : 

The death of the Grand Doke Adolphus may 
not improbably lead to serious difficulties, as for 
some time past, owing to the ‘advanced age or 
the Grand Dake, the question of the succession 
has been a matter of considerable concern to 
Belgium and will possibly become a Eoropean 
question. The late Grand Duke by his two 
marriages only left one sop, Prirce William, 
who is in bad health and has only daughters 
by his marriage with a Princess of Braganza. 
The Salic law holds gcod in Luxemborg, 
otherwise the Grand Docby would have passed 
in 1890 to Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, at 
the death of her father the late Grand Doke, 
One feeble lite thus stands between Luxemburg 
and a serious orisis, for Germany it is well 
known desires to incorporate the little State 
in the Empire. This, however, could scarcely 
be permitted by France, who, as long ago as 
1867, protested against such an absorption on 
the part of Germany. Belgium, too, powerless 
as she is, would view with the greatest objec- 
tion a German outpost on her frontiers. The 
Belgians argue the matter thus: both France 
and Germany wish to have the Grand Dachy 
bat neither will allow the other to get posses- 
sion of it without the most serious protests, 
The obvious solation they say is to give it 
to Belgium, to whom it belonged until 1839. 
The two States are closely united in every 
way, and the annexation could be carried out 
without the slightest trouble or disturbance, 


The late Grand Duke of Luxemburg was 
born at Biebrich, July 24, 1817, and married, 
at Dessau, April 28, 1451, his second wife, 
Princess Adelaide of Anhalt ; his first wife, 
the Grand Dochess Elisabeth Michailovna of 
Rossia, having died in 1845 without issue. 
His only daughter, Princess Hilda, was married 
to the Crown Prince Frederick of Baden in 
1885; a grandson of the Emperor William l|., 
with a settlement of a million sterling. The 
Hereditary Prince Alexander is likewise an 
only son, born in 1852, and serves as major- 
general in the Austrian army. Should his sister 
die without issue her dower will ultimately 
revert to him, and he will be one of the 
wealthiest princes in Earope, his father having 
possessed, in addition to a fortune of at least 
three millions sterling, vast estates in Austria 
and Germany. Prince Alexander married on 
June 21, 1893, Marie-Anne, Princess of Bra-

SOMB INTERESTING FIGURBS. 


The following details regarding the general 
traffic on the Egyptian State Railways daring 
the past ten months should be of some interest 
to our readers. We understand that during 
that period 4,884,0C0 tons of goods of all 
kinds have been carried, against 8,625,000 
darirg the corresponding period last year, an 
increase of 21 4 per cent., though the increase 
in the carrying capacity of the rolling stock 
brought about by the supply of new tracks, 
etc, only smounts to 18 per cent. This in- 
crease is the more remarkable in that the traffic 
to Alexandria bas remained almost stationary, 
while the traffic from that plece has incressed 
abont 16 per cent. and is now more than 
double that in the opposite direction, with the 
result that quite half the tracks going up from 
Alexandria have to be sent back empty. The 
aversge load of the tracks loaded here has 
increased from 82 to 84 percent. of their 
nominal carrying capacity,—aremarkably high 
figure, as trucks will only take about 60 7 of 
their nominal load when laden with timber 
and leas still when carrying “'tibp,” which has 
now become quite a common article of tran- 
sport, owir g to the great ecarcity of fodder and 
cereals in parts of the country which now 
grow nothing but cotton, end many other 
commodities. 

Though the traffic which does not touch 
Alexardria is to the Alexandria traffic nearly 
as 5 to 3, onan average every truck on the 
Egyptian State lines takes a load out of Gab- 
bary every 12 days. The increase of traffic has 
reaulted in an increase of earnings, the figaes 
working oat at about 93. 1$d. per goods train 
mile against 98. Od. in 1904. 

It fo'lows from all this that not only has 
the rolling stock been increased, bat that 
the administration now gets more work out 
of each track than formerly, while new 
trucks are added as fast as it is possible 
to get them pnt together. Up to date every 
track has on an average ran a trip once 
every three days, and as merchants frequently 
take a fall day to load and another day to un- 
load, while many trips cannot be made in much 
undertwo days, it seems obvions that there 
has becn very little margin left for avoidable 
delays. 

As for the passenger traffic, for the ten months 
of 1905 it shows an increase in number of 
1,836,000, twelve per cent. more than in 190!, 
a remarkable sign of the increasing prosperi y 
of the country. If this fact be considered 
along with the increase of goods traffic, which 
has been most extraordinary, it will be realised 
that the Railway Administration has had a 
very heavy task doring the present year. 
There are doubtless somo points where im- 
provement is desirable, bat it deserves great 
credit for its success.

THE SALES OF LAND. 


No date has as yet been decided upon for 
the sales of building land on the new quay at 
Alexandria. It is to be hoped that the Mani- 
cipality will soon fix an early date, as the public 
expectation is very eager and the local capital- 
ists have for some time past been girding 
themselves for the fray at the forthcoming sale. 

The lands must, according to the regulations 
ot the Municipal FreeState Lands Department, 
be revalued every year, and this year’s valoa- 
tion will be the reserve price of the land. It 
was thought advisable to have the valtion as 
and the sales doring the winter, when the 
Manicipal Council is at its fall and the local 
capita'ists have retprned, 

We have reason to balieve that the question 
of selling the lands will soon be decided by 
the Municipality. The valuation of the remain- 
ing portion of the land can easily be made, 
and in all, probability it will be put op to 
anction esrly;in the year. 

The most interesting question in regard to 
the new quay estates is as to whether the 
centre of the city will be shifted from tbat 
part of the Mohamed Aly-equare, where is the 
Bourse, to the great artery of traffic to the quay, 
which is to be at the Place des Consuls, 
There will be the Gouvernorat, the Govern- 
ment snd Ministerial buildings, etc, and 
many believe that that part will become the 
hub ot Alexandria. Bot this is avery doubt- 
fal theory, for where the Bourse now is will be 
far more central, and commerce is notoriously 
conservative in its movements, The quay will 
not succeed in displacing Cherif Pasha-street 
for many years to come, 


THE NEW JUDGES. 


It has been de.ided that of the two Mixed 
Court judges who are to be appointed, the 
French jadge will be nominated toths Mixed 
Coort at Alexandria andthe Greek jadge to 
that at Mansourab. 

Negotiations in regard to the appointments 
are still proceeding between the Egyptian and 
French and Greek Governments. 


THE MECCA PILGRIMAGE. 


Tbe Alexandria correspondent of the “Man. 
chester Gaardian” writes as follows to his 
paper: — 

The Egyptian Government announces an in- 
creased scale of charges to be levied onall 
Egyptian pilgrims accompanying the Holy 
Carpet in the approaching pilgrimage to Mecca. 
In justification of this measure it is stated 
that the accounts of the last pilgrimage kept 
in the Ministry of the Interior disclose a con- 
siderable ceficit between the reccipts derived 
trom the pilgrims and the Governmental ex- 
penses. There is no doubt that the cost of this 
religious obligation is becoming every year 
more onerous for the individual Moslem. As 
an example of this fact, if Egypt is not declar- 
ed free from plague by the time the Hedjaz 
caravans set out on their journey a poll of £E. 
50(?) from every pilgrim is exacted by theregala- 
tions of the Sanitary Board of Constantinople 
for purposes of hygienic supervision and disin- 
fection. 

The Western wor!d least ot all has cause to 
criticise regulations such as these, however 
stringent they may seem, for they are eminently 
preventive in character, and their observance 
by the rude Hags who form the mass of the 
caravans is one of the best guarantees that the 
former agglomerations of pestiferous homanity 
—a menace to the well-being of three conti- 
nents—is at an end. 

As regards the charges assessed on the 
pilgrims travelling onder the escort of the 
Holy Carpet, the Bedouin hostilities during 
the last two pilgrimages more than vindicate 
the despatch of astrong force, well armed and 
equipped, for the protection of the caravan. 
The Egyptian Goverpmsnt can scarcely be 
blamed for declining to cover the deficit from 
the fands of the State, since the native tax- 
payers of Egypt number probably as many 
Copts as Mussulmans. It is, moreover, ques- 
tionable whether the pilgrims who journey on 
their own account aud not under military 
protection fare at all so well in the end, either 
with respect to individaal comfort or pecaniary 
outlay.

London, Nov. 10. 


The Birthday Honors List has its only 
touch of picturesqveneas in the decoration of 
his Majesty’s eldest daughter, the Duchess of 
Fife, with the title of Princess Royal. It is 
pleasant to witness a revival of this time- 
honored style, which had associations of tender 
feeling for a former generation with the late 
Eimpresa Frederick. The Dachess of Fife will 
fave all good wishes for her long and felicitous 
enjoyment of a desigaation which scgges 
80 wany historical memories. : 

The greater part of the speech-making which 
‘graced the historic banqnet at the Guildhall 
last night call for little comment. I agree 
with all that was said of our success in foreign 
policy and naval administration, though I 
cannot follow Mr. Araold-Forster in the roseate 
path of amezing optimism. Bot Mr. Balfour 
touched a more domestic chord in his appeal 
to. benevolence to aid the operation of the 
much-disputed Ucemployed Act. He did well 
to go out of his way to touch the subject and 
to remind his hearers that London includes 
Belgravia as well as Poplar, Bermondsey as 
as well as Mayfair. For this year, and to meet 
the present crisis, hope and: reliance can only 
be placed in the philanthropy of the well-to-do. 
It must fall short of the desired result, bat we 
confidently hope that it will respond with 
more elasticity than is at present apparent to 
the new demands made uponit. But this gets 
as no forrader. Nor did Mr. Balfour attempt 
to outline any path of rational progress, Per- | 
haps the task is beyond him, but he and’ 
his colleagues have to make efforts more 
large and more promising to devige some 
means of palliation that may ke economically 
aound and reasonably hopefal if they are nt 
to stand convicted of having neglected a duty 
and missed a pecaliar opportunity.

In the result the property was bought on 
behalf of the committee at a price which, 
thongh sabstantisl, compares very favorably 
both with the sum which Mr. Whitaker 
Wright is understood to have paid and with 
the sams paid for such open spaces as Epping 
Forest and Wimbledon Common. 

Hicdhead is now secare from encroachment 
and depredation at the hands of any aggres- 
sive or specalative minorial lord, and will 
remain in perpetuity a nat’onal possession. 

Parliament will ba asked next session to 
authorise ths construction of a new road which 
itis proposed to set apart entirely for motor 
vehicles between London and Brighton. 

The scheme for a special motor-road to 
Brighton is only tha foreranrer of similar 
echemes in other parts ofthe country. Plans 
for two other roads have besn prepared, but 
these will be held in abeyance for the prevent, 
so that the exporience gained inthe Brighton 
experiment may be assimilated.

moment, and they are of a nature (says the 
“Car Illustrated”) to astonish those who still 
entertain the beliefs that we are behind France 
in respect of the growth of automobilism. As 
& matter of fact, itis now almost a cise of 
“Eclipse first and the rest nowhere.” The 
whole numter of automobiles in France to 
date is only 21,524, as agninat 17,107 last 
year and 12,984 in 1903. Now, no cfilicial 
figures have been forthcoming for a long time 
past as to the cars used in this country, bat 
we should be very moch surprised indeed 
if the records of the county councils did not 
show 40,000 cars to have been registered to 
date under the new Act. In London alone 
the registrations amount to 13,000 cars and 
motor cycles, of which at least half are cars, 
without reckoning those registered in the parts 
of the Metropolis contained in Middlesex and 
Surrey. Paris, on the other hand, can on'y 
show a total of 4,067. All of which shows 
that automobilism is gaining ground in the 
United Kingdom at a rate far more rapid than 
that of France, notwithstanding her long start 
and other contingent factors of a favorable 
kind which are absent in our own case. 


The collected evidence of a hundred and 


twenty witnesses is of necessity voluminous, 
almost to the point of bewilderment. But from 


the mass of representative opinion, tabulated 
and jast published by the Royal Commission 
on London Traffic, in a further issue of two 
bulky blue-books, one point at any rate emer- 
ges clearand unmistakable—the general desire 


for the appointment ofa new central aathority, 


which shall in the fature wield the supreme - 


control over the roads and ways of London. 


London’s conservatism is illustrated by 
many figures in the latest volames of tke 
Royal Commission on London Traffic. We may 
build new bridges and make new thoroughfares : 
to relieve the congestion of the old, but people 


remain loyal to the routes they know best. 
London Bridge, for examp'e, is still an easy 
first in popularity. During a given week it 
accommodated no fewer than 125,373 vehicles, 
whereas the Tower Bridge could only muster 
85,353. Then, more than 70,000 people use 
Fleet Street in the course of a twelve-hour day, 
while only 17,000 divert their steps to the 
Embankment. This, too, in spite of the earnest 
efforts of the authorities to turn the traflic 
into newer directions by continually breaking 
up the streets. In twelve months 435 openings 
were made in the Strand, and 54 at Charing 
Cross. It is no good. Men and women will 


stick to the old beaten paths. How long it will ; 
take Kingsway to get a fair share of patronage - 


may be determined somewhere about the 
middle of next century. 


Oar new Underground is gradually gaining 
8 firm hold on the popular favor. There have 
naturally been a good many criticisms. Apart 
from the mark which novelty offers to a section 
of opinion, the early and experimental stages 
are particularly liable to little faults and break- 
downs. But probably no one will deny now 
that the service is already infinitely preferable 
to the old régime. To-day another and impor- 
tant stage is reached with the acceleration of 


the trains. The Loner Circle journey has ten | 


minates knocked off it, and over other distan- 
ces corresponding gains will be made. The 
change is very welcome. 

Some little time ago a ramoor was circulated 
to the effect that the Channel Tunnel scheme 
is about to be actively revived by the intro- 
daction of a Bill seeking legislative sanction 
for the famous projeot in the next session of 
Parliament. I am in a position to state that no 
such decision bas been arrived at by the di- 
rectors of the Channel Tunnel Company. Itis 
their intention on an early date to hold a 
meeting and review the whole position in the 
light of the cordial relations which now exist 
between England and France, but I believe it 
is highly improbable that they will proceed 
forthwith to chal'enge a direct Parliamentary 
issue by the introduction of a private Bill. One 
consideration which will naturally weigh with 
them in coming to this conclusion is the 
extreme uncertainty of the existing Parlia- 
mentary sitoation. 

The servant difficulty is becoming excruciat- 
ing. The secretary of the Arachne Club, 
which aims, among other things, at the train- 
ing cf ladies as domestics, says that the 
diffioulty of obtaining cooks, gentlewomen or 
otherwise, is greater than ever. “A number 
of the ladies whom we train as cooks leave us 
to go home, and do not go ont to service at all, 
Many of our lady cooks will go into fists, where 
there is no heavy work, such as carrying coals, 
bat it is very difficult to persuade them to take 
& situation in a large house.”
